! while Kentncky bad lailen off to 88 82 per cent., 
which disproportion continued until 1800, when 
Ohio more than doutded Kentucky, though at 
^ the eame time onr State was burtbened wUh 
225,000 slave popnlati m. It cannot be denied 
I that but for this slave popniation many tbon- 
I mads more ol whites would have settled in 
' tbe State; and. apart from slavery, there fa no 
! reason why onr population sbonld not have 
kept pace with that of Ohio, m tbe census 
of 1<<40 exhibits the fact that tbe slaves of 
Eentnekv increased in a much greater ratio 
than the whites. Again, in I 800 Ohio stood in 
population as the eighteenth State ot tbe Union, 
and Kentncky m tbe fourteenth. The former, 
in 1860, had advanced to tbe third rank, and 
the latter still held tbe ninth place— tbe same 
that sbe o< copied soon after tbe censns 1800. 

' According to the cenres of I860, tbe lands of 
tbe two States respectively, stood as follows: In 
Ohio, of land improved, there were 12,665,587 
acres; of land nninip:'oved,8 075.551 acres; total, 
90,741 138; CMb valne of the whole, •666,564,171. 

' In Kentncky, of land improved, there were 
7,644,217; of land unimproved, 11.519 059; total, 

’ 19.163.316; cash value of tbe whole. $291,496,- 
I 955. These figures cleariy demonstrate the sn- 
I perior indosttial energies of Ohio over the Sute 
I of Kentncky. 

In Ohio, in 1800, the real esUte aad personal 
' prope rt y wm estimated at $109 867,101, and 
' tbe annnal prodnets of indnstry were #125 000,- 
I BOO. In Kentncky tbe real estate and personal 
‘ property was estimated at •.528,000, 000, and tbe 
j annnal prodnets of indnrtry were •.36 330,000. 

‘ These sutistice show that Kentncky has nearly 
I one-third more of unimproved land than Ohio, 
i and Uut the value of ber farms to, on an average, 
a little more than fifteen dollars per acre, while 
the valne of those in Ohio is thirty-two dollars 
per acre — more than donlile. The aannal pro- 
dneta of Ohio are, also, more than three times 
M great m those of Kentncky. 

A comparison of tbe two States in re«pect to 
' railroad facilities — those iron nerves of com- 
merce which, in modern times, control the 
world of trade — shows the following result by 
the census of I860: In Ohio there are 2,991* 45 
miles of railroad, the construction of which cost 
#lll,896,3TiO; in Kentuckv there are 569 93 
milds of railroad, costing #19,068,477. In Ohio

riod, only 500 mileb have been constructed in

Perbape tbe most suggestive farts exhib- 
ited in the census of 1860 relate to tbe iramigri. 
tion and emipation from those States respect- 
ively, end tbe chnrac'er of the elements 
composing tbs same. Tbs eensa* of that 
year exhibits the following: The native 
immlgratioas into Ohio nambered 491 697, 
fareign 828,2.'>4, tbe total being 819,9-51. 
Tbe emlgrati'JUfc from Ouio numbered 594.04:4. 
Tbe native immigrations into Kentncky for the 
same period nnmbered 148.832, foreign 59.799, 
tbe total being 208.631. Tae emigrations from 
Kentncky were 331,904. Certaialy the number 
of people that go into a Sute compared with 
those that go out of it Is a verv clear index to 
tbe praeperit.v of the Slate itself^ and from the 
foregoing facts H apiwurs that while tbe pro- 
yiortion of emigrants from Kentucky to other 
States is mneb larger in proportion to ber pop- 
nlation than in Ohio, the disproportion m to 
i mm iff rtmU is enormous, particnlariy as to the 
foreign element, which has chlefiy farni'bed 
the labor by wbicb tbe re-onrees of tbe country 
have been developed.

The apprehension expressed by some. that, by 
the adoption of the amendment, tbe Federal Gov | 
ernmenl will be invested with power to interfere i 
with or coi'trol the stalut of negroes in the 
States, fnnber than to prevent their re-enslave- 
ment, to a mere chimera, originating in a dis- 
torted coiistrnction cf the enforcing section of 
tbe amendment. Tbe legal qualifications of tbe 
negroes in the riFi>ective States, when the con- 
dition of freedom shall ba reached, will be 
wbcfily and exclusively within the jurisdiction 
of tbe respective Sutes themselves. 

Tbe opponents of tbe ConstilnUonil Amend- 
ment pretend to have discovered a singnl-vrly 
odions oljeition to it in tbe power which, as 
they assert, tbe second section confers upon 
Congress. Tlie first section of tbe amend- 
ment provides that “neither slavery nor invoU 
nntary servitude, except ae a pnnishment 
for crime, wher(»f the party shall have ' 
been dnly convicted, shall exist within the Unit- | 
ed Sutes or any place snbject to their jurL-^ic- | 
tion,” and tbe second section provides that j 
“Congress shsll have power to enforce this ar- 1 
tide by appropriate Icgislati m ” j 

Tbe opp<jnents of tbe amendment a«<<ert that 
tbe second section confers new power up<m the ! 
Federal Congress, and that this neic power, in | 
the language of the Lexington Obaerrer and 1 
Reporter, bM fur its object “tbe political and 
social equality of the negro” with the white 
man. It to asserted that under this section 
Congress will have power to bestow the right 
of suffrage upon the emancipated slaves. Ihto 
objection, if t« nable, would be indeed a formi- 
dable one, but it to founded in utter ignorance, 
not only of the real purport of tbe amendment, 
but of our wcil-balanced system of government 
itself. In the first place, the second section of 
tbe amendment does not confer any new power 
upon Congress. It to but a reiteration of the 
powirs already conferred in the first article, 
eighth section, and eighteenth snh-section of 
the Federal Constitution, which provides thst: 

Congress shall have iwiwcr to make all Uws 
which shall be nevettaiy and proper for canning 
into execution the loregfdng powers and all oth- 
<rt retted by this Conrtiintion in the G ivern- 
ment o( the United Slates, or in any department 
or officer thereof. 

Tbe above clanse of the Constitntim resulted 
logically and necessarily from the establishment 
of tbe Ouvemment itself, and means simply 
that Congress shall have power to carry the 
Federal Conetitntlon into effect If; therefore, 
the second section of tbe amendment now pro- 
posed bad not been inserted. Congress woald be 
enaUed, under powers already conferred upon 
it, to carry into effect the full meaniug of the 
amendment via: tbe prohibition of “slavery or 
involuntary servitude” within the United States. 
To enforce freedom from ‘InvolunUrily servi- 
tude” by “appropriate legtoialion”— the eman- 
d| atioD of the slaves— to the fall extent of the 
amendment The second section, though it 
might as well have been dispensed with, was 
inserted to avoid all dispnUtion as to tbe power 
of tbe Federal Government to “enforce” the 
freedom secured by tbe first section, and to re- 
move all question as to whether the enforce- 
ment cd it shonid be with the States respective- 
ly or with Congress. It merely cuts off all cav- 
illing M to what power shall enforce the eman- 
cipation ol slavery. When “Involantary servi- 
tude” ends, tbe power to “enforce” is expended 
and nothing more remains to he dona nuder the 
article. Sbonld any State, however, after ratifi- 
cation, attempt to evade or resist the emacct- 
pation declared by the articie. Congress may, 
by “appropriate legislation.” enforce emanci- 
pation. 

As to tbe next olijection to the amendnaent it 
to clearly answered by tbe logical consequences 
of the argument we have made above.

The Idea of social and poiiUcxl eqnslity be- i 
tween negroes and white men to not less absnrd I 
than odions. and it to now pat forth In Kentncky 
by the op|)ODents of tbe proposed amendment 
simply to delude and )«tray the people from an 
enlightened view of thdr interests. The en- 
periority of the white over the Afiican race 
to fandamental, and no legislative agency 
can make them eqnals. Doesn’t every 
intelligent man know, however, thtt the 
elective franchlre was formerly exercised by 
negroes in the States of Virginia, North Caroli- 
na, Georgia, and Tennessee? We are not in 
favor of grant! Dg the franchise to negroes un- 
der any circnmstances, but we recall the above 
fact for the benefit of tbe petty alarmists who 
are now so horror stricken by tbe idea of negro 
suffrage in Kentucky. The objection now 
urged against the amendmeot was not made by 
any member of Congress daring its considera- 
tion in that body, simply because it waa clearly 
seen to be wholly untenable and not pertinent 
to the qnesUoD. Tbe present rebellion was 
gotten up npuD just such silly pretexts as the 
<^>p<n>ente of tbe amendment are now pressing 
upon Kemncky in order to prevent Its ratlflca- I 
tion.

Incapacity. We have not a doubt of the correc*- 
ness of his opinion. To meet tbe evils which 
have become loo grievous longer to be patient- 
ly borne, the laws in regard to them should re- 
ceive a searching aud radical revUion, and 
a system adopted at once (mmpreheasive 
and minnte enough successfully to grapple 
with and overcome them. Congress shout 1 
appr int a standing committee to take the entire 
subject into consideration. The whole field 
shruld be surveyed with elaborate, faithful, and 
pains- Uking care. The enquiry should extend 
to the constrnction of boats, the materials com- 
posing them of every description, their equip- 
ments, to the oflicers and men who may take 
charge of them, to tbe entire system of inspec- 
tion, and to everything else that can bear even 
n mutely npon the subject-matter in qnretion. 
It would be well, we think, for a committee, 
composed partly of scientifleand partly of prac- 
tical mtn, to visit Europe, nnder the anlhority 
of the Government, and obtain all the light that 
can possibly be had on the subject there in or- 
der that legislation may be fonnded npon the 
clearest nnderstandlLig of whatever may be of 
any advantage. 

We expect our country soon to rise to a 
height of prosperity which it has never before 
reached W’e expect to see traveling by steamer 
and railroad surpass anyihing ever before 
dreamed of In this or any other country’. What 
conuiless lives will therefore be committed for 
tbe time Ireing to tbe care of these common car- 
riers! Shall these lives have any adequate pro- 
lection or not? That to tbe question for the 
American people to answer. What protection 
there now to, let tbe long list of the Sultana’s 
brave dead declare.

I had 
no means of ascertaining how deep tbe oU stood 
upon the top of tbe water. This weU is about 
six Lnndied yards below the OU Spring, on 
sold creek, wLicb was known to tbe first settlers 
ol ibe country , y ieldiug some three or fonr gal- 
lons per day, nearly aU of which rnns to waste 
This well belongs to a Cincinnati companyr, and 
Mr. Wright, tbe supervisor, to now gone to that 
city to inform the company of bto snccew, and 
to forward material to take care of the cfil, ite.

And to all time the 
Romun Senate will share in the infamy of Cat- 
iline and his associates. Tbe lessons of history 
coEstitnte the best experience of nation.*; let ns 
hted that lesson. It would be a sublime »{*ee- 
tacle worthy the age and the conntry, to wit- 
ness, instead ot a Military Commtoeioa with its 
secrecy, its baste, aad its prartiaUty, an impartial 
trlbnnal of estabitohed jtMice, with jotigas as 
free from bias as the lot of hnmanity permlta, 
end a jury fairly chosen from the body of the 
pxople. Exeintions following soch trials wonU 
inditmte jnstice, and make its mintoters respect- 
ed by men and nations. The Union, tbe COo- 
siltnUon, and the enforcement of the laws, 
should still be onr m<>tto.

He has long been sas- 
spected of a secret leaning towards reoonstrnc- 
tiun and tbe old Unkm, aud hence hto loyalty to 
the said defnntR institution has been appamtiy 
doubte(L Tbe Kicbm(»d papien by torns ridi- 
cnlrd, abnsed, aird cajoled him, and seemed a 
good deal puzzled at timue to know what to 
make of him or hto coarse. 

Eeoppoeed the bloody cnscriptionlawaofthe 
RKbmond junta, and appeared desirous of pro- 
tecting tbe ciiizeas of bis Bute, as far as possl-

I Since last wr'tinp onr attentirm has been 
I called in an esperial manner to the expatriation 
I law, to repeal or modify which a leave h\s been 
. pneted In both Honaes to introdneea bill. My 
r own inflections on tbe subject aidel by cf*B«nl- 
tation wkh some of tbe best informed aad most 
prominent members of this Lepisiatnre have 
led me to tbe coDclaaion,oontrarT to an opinion 
formerly expressed, that the time has not ar- 
rived when the repeal of the law shoaM be en- 
acted. Tbe law is oo our statnte books, and 
it was meant to reilevL the Bute liom perils 
which ks repeal would pi«ci|>ltate and at this 
time, we are now convinoed.it would be extreme- 
ly injodWiens to risk the consoquences which 
^ the rxtioctiuD of the law would trive place to 
It k evident that certain com'iinations arc in 
ptooeea in thk State by which it k expected to 
shape ifentnckyls intomsi policy torouxfa the 
dktotkm of men who are bittorlv boi^tiic to tbe 
settled and Irreversible mea«aree which the 
Ooveramenl deems essential to the permanent 
ovmhrox of all armed hostility to tbe Union. 
Tl.eie k a bemi-icbd party in Kentucky, and 
the leadtrs thereof entertain the purpose to 
oonntctact. if pomible, the rapid increase of 
poi'nlar favor toward the propoeed Coo«Utu- 
Tk«al Amendment by removing all political 
dkahUitle. from returmed rebel aoldiera, confi- 
dent as toev are that the elective fraaebiaei, in 
the bands of such men, will be used to tbe 
utmost extent to defeat toe amendment in 
Kentucky , and also to keep alive i>»Tt 
Bouthem scaUuent wbich in coalition with ex- 
treme Northern fanatickm. prodnoed rabellion 
and imperilled by war toe existence of tbe na- 
tion iucif. In other words, those who now 
nrpe the rnpeal of tbe expatriation law are ea«er 
to sac-nre tbe cooperation of tbe soldiers of tbe 
late ‘‘Souibem Confederacy” in tbe appr oactalax 
Anpist dictloo. We have f-ond, upon careful 
(onaidoratian of tbe law riuce onr arrival here, 
Ibat our fii>t conFtrnrtion of its provkions was 
Lot, in various particulars, toe true one, and 
that tbe measnre was wkely deslxned to meet 
e danger of vital im]K>rtaiice to toe peace and 
seenrky of toe Btatc. Tbe billto repeal wiU not, 
ns we are well aaeared, receive tbe sopport of 
more than a corporal's pnard in either hramchof 
the Lepklatnre 

Allow ns to say, Just here, that it is not the 
pnrpoec of tbe I iiion men of Kentucky to per- 
secute uuMcesaaiUy tboM wbo have been in 
arms apminst the Government, atnl who may 
now and berenlter come back to t^ame their 
(iticenehip in tbe State. Tbe.v do feel, bowevw, 
tbe ebsolute importance of maiutoininp certain 
laws, and among them the aa of expatriation, 
by w Lich tbe Btalnofl r itfimirx of State 
and nation ran be denied tbe sacred prerogative 
of oottroUlng onr poimlar electiont even before 
they have demonstrated their loy ally to tbe 
country. Suielv, U would be supreme folly to 
take guns and swords from the bands of 
traitors only to snbstituu for them tbe 
InllO, a weapon that mav be rendered ' 
(qnallv as {owetinl as tbe former to destroy 
toe peace and integrity of too Commonwealth. 
In certain qnarurs, as we are informed, U has 
been already ennonneed that toe period is rap- 
idly approaching when, if need be. another 
revohiUon, blood-red though k be, mast be in- 
angurmted to overthrow the triumphs of prin- 
ciple and poliev which tbe heroes of toe nation 
have achieved. Can k be wke, therefore, by < 
any legislation here to enable tbe proepective 
(jtmtr v o to recruit tbe embryo ranks of toe em- 
bryo reboUion by recruits from the broken 
jibalanx of tbe now crashed rebellion?

When Uieiy shall be disorganized we most 
depend npon a Federal military force 
to preserve the peace and safety of 
tbe Cemmou wealth, now, as wiUcontinae to be 
the case, ao eminently imperilled by bands of 
pnerillas ia different portions of tbe State. It j 
k very deff -able that, as we approarii the era I 
of peace, the Federal soldiers shall be with- j 
drawn from onr Umlts, Uaving the Sute nllltia ' 
I to ptotoa and defend os. It the Itwnow exlat- ' 
teg sh^U be ntpealed U must be done over toe ' 
veto of Governor BramfeUe. wbo spprecl- | 
I atee the moemitfes of tbe State and 
who will be forced, ia tbe absence of 
a Bute organization, to call upon toe nation- 
al suiboriJee for military protecUoh against 
the K.a-«adicg bauds wbo for aoma time will I 
iukat our limiu.
